of the government’s venture into 
the business of selling postage 
stamps to collectors. 

It was recounted today by Post- 
master General Brown in outlining 
plans for early expansion of the 
government philatelic agency. 

Back in 1922 when Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General W. Irv- 
ing Glover, then the third assist- 
ant, proposed that the govern- 
ment establish a philatelic agency 
the question was regarded as ab- 
surd by many officials. The wis- 
dom of the venture, however, was 
demonstrated immediately by a 
constant and rapid growth. 

, Sales Mount 

During the fiscal year just ended 

sales of the agency amounted to 
$283,983, an increase of 84 per 
cent over sales of the previous 
year. Owing to the small cost of 
operation of the agency and the 
fact that all of the stamps sold 
find their way into collectors’ al- 
bums, by far the greater portion 
of the receipts represent profit to 
the government. 
_ At present the philatelic agency 
1s maintained in the city post- 
office here where three large rooms 
are inadequate properly to handle 
the business. Eight postal clerks 
are employed in filling orders from 
stamp collectors and six others are 
utilized in emergencies.

Postmaster General Brown said 
he plans to expand the agency as 
soon as possible and that he is 
considering establishing branches 
on the west coast, in Texas, At- 
lanta, Kansas City, Chicago and 
New England. 

“I would like to develop the 
philatelic agency here and am go- 
ing to do it; the biggest problem 
is to find room,” Brown said.

Michael L. Eidness, superintend- 
ent of the division of stamps, who 
has charge of the agency, said to- 
day that last year the agency 
answered “more than _ 100,000 
queries from people in all parts 
of the world relative to United 
States stamps. 

“More than 35,000 mail orders 
for stamps were filled, some re- 
quiring as high as five or six hours 
to finish,” Eidness said. 

Universal Craze 

So universal has the craze for 
collecting postage stamps become 
that Eidness estimates that at 
least $1,000,000 worth of the 1923 
issue, when the government print- 
ed stamps of every denomination 
from one cent to five dollars, have 
found their way into collectors’ 
albums. 

Some criticism has been made 
against the agency for slowness in 
filling orders, collectors complain- 
ing that frequently two months 
elapses after they order stamps 
before they receive them. 

Eidness explained that the re- 
cent issuance of an unusually large 
number of commemorative stamps, 
which are eagerly sought for by 
collectors, had caused many delays. 

“However, on the Sullivan ex- 
pedition stamps, which were just 
issued on June 17, we are now 
filling current orders,” Eidness 
said. 

Any person can obtain any 
stamp from the government 
agency. All that is required is 
that cash or postal money order 
accompany the request.

pound perforation; 7e new small 
type. This means that there will 
probably never be a 7c old type 
compound. (Ed.—Yet in the new 
5th Edition Buro Catalog, just re- 
ceived the hour we are writing 
this, Mitchell has listed the old 
Te compound. We wonder if this 
is in error.) 


REPLIES TO INQUIRIES 


L. M. Bridenbaugh: The 8c new 
type Kansas City ord. that you 
submit is freakish merely because 
of bad inking, and not from any 
defect in the plate. The present 
batch of K. C. 3c all seem to be 
a rather smeary printing job, the 
purple ink probably being rather 
slow in drying. (Specimen sent 
showed double top line, or rather 
two hair lines, and the S’s of 
KANSAS and the O of MO. each 
looked a reversed S as one would 
see that letter in a mirror.) 

Nelson Buhler: The precancels 
that you submit are not buros. 
It is true that the New York 10c 
perf. 11 city type that you send 
is quite a freak, but it is evidently 
only due to careless printing. The 
Chicago 8c perf. 11 offset print 
of 1918 (Scott’s No. 529) cannot 
be a buro precancel for two rea- 
sons: It has a straight edge; and 
the precancellation is double (1 
normal, 1 diagonal). Either of 
these qualifications is sufficient to 
eliminate any ordinary precancel 
from the buro class. 


WE ARE DISAGREED WITH 


In the July issue of Mr. Gloeb’s 
fine Precancel Bee, W. H. Stouffer 
quotes a statement we made in 
our June 17th issue, and heartily 
disagrees with us, in a_ sociable 
manner. But, for no good reason 
at all, he doesn’t mention our 
magazine or our name. Don’t you 
know, friend Stouffer, that it’s 
cream on an editor’s cake to be 
quoted? And as far as being dis- 
agreed with goes, that’s duck soup 
to us; we like it. 

Mr. Stouffer denies—quite stub- 
bornly and __all-inclusively—that 
the MIKWAUKEE errors and the 
San Francisco no-periods are to 
be classed as MAJOR varieties. 
He gives no reason—except to let 
us know that THAT is the way 
he feels about it. Which is no rea- 
son at all. So we must re-affirm. 
We offer this premise as a basis 
for all future bureau precancel 
classification; Any original plate 
error that goes so far as to mis- 
spell the name of the city or state 
deserves a major listing in the 
catalog, a special page in the col- 
lector’s album, and an important 
Place in our thoughts. That takes 
care of the error from the town 
that Schlitz beer made famous. 
As for the S. F. no-periods, we 


won’t quibble over a dot. We nev- 
er did like flies. Let Mr. Stouffer 
classify this full-stop as major or 
minor, or even forget about it al- 
together (if he can!). We don’t 
care; we are just about inebriated 
with enthusiasm over these far- 
famed omission emissions of our 
own state, and we can be blissful 
even though we stand alone. But 
seriously, the S. F. no-periods are 
an original-plate error, found on 
the very first sheets of the new 
small type to be sold, and appear- 
ing on all eleven denominations 
of that city regularly. 

However, we might have even 
felt constrained to apologize for 
our “rash statement” if we had not 
been bolstered up by the following 
communications just received: 

E. S. Thresher, precan-fan and 
buro-bug of K. C.: “Incidentally, 
I don’t regard the Milwaukee er- 
ror MIK as a MINOR variety, but 
as a pennant-winning MAJOR”. 

Dr. Mitchell, in the new Buro- 
print catalog, changes the MIK 
errors from sub-varieties listed in- 
dented under the normal varieties, 
to MAJOR varieties, listed on their 
own line, with full numbers of 
their own! 

And lastly—we are proud of this 
—Editor Gloeb of The Precancel 
Bee writes us: “I myself would 
call them MAJOR varieties and 
they cannot be classed with brok- 
en bars, or broken letters. The 
errors of no periods and of K in- 
stead of L are errors of set-up; 
so they are NOT to be classed with 
breaks.”

Sir Sven Anders Hedin, 
noted Swedish explorer 
and scientist does not 
make any bones about his plans 
to finance his present expedition 
into China. Sir Sven has recently 
sailed from New York where he 
had come for special medical treat- 
ment and is now on the way back 
to the interior of China. In a 
clipping from the New York Times 
published in this issue of the News 
the complete details of the financ- 
ing of the expedition are given 
and it is to be noted that Sir Sven 
plans to let the humble stamp col- 
lector foot the bill. 

We note that the complete issue 
of stamps that are proposed will 
have a face value of about five 
thousand Mex. It is proposed that 
these be sold to some stamp dealer. 
If the face value is so little it is 
evident that the price will be steep 
and collectors will be expected to 
foot the bill. Of course, they will 
find a dealer who will take on the 
goods. The late Flash set of Bo- 
livia was peddled in the same 
manner for the low values and col- 
lectors have never refused them 


yet.

CHINA TO ISSUE STAMP TO 
AID HEDIN EXPEDITION; 
FIRST TIME PRIVATE 
PARTY IS SO HONORED 





New York Times, July 21, 1929 

For the first time in history a 
private scientific expedition will 
get a postage stamp of its own. 
The Chinese Government at Nan- 
king has granted the request of 
Dr. Sven Hedin, noted explorer 
and leader of many expeditions to 
the interior of Asia, that his ex- 
pedition now at work in China be 
permitted to have its own postage 
stamp, the explorer revealed yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Hedin sailed on the Albert 
Ballin yesterday. 

“The stamp will be printed in 
two or three values and colors,” 
he declared. “The whole edition 
will represent a value of 5,000 
Mexican dollars, which will be paid 
in advance to the postal authori- 
ties in Shanghai. Then I have the 
authority to submit the rights of 
selling the whole edition, except 
certain series, which will be on 
sale to the public in China, to some 
philatelic concern in America or 
Europe.” 

Money paid for this exclusive 
right to sell the stamps will go in 
full to the expedition’s committee 
in Peking, Dr. Hedin said. It will 
be used for traveling expenses of 
Chineses members and to maintain 
the meteorological stations he has 
established in Central Asia. 

“Eventually part of the profit 
will be used for the support of 
a magazine recently founded in 
Peking which contains nothing’ but 
news and reports from the mem- 
bers of my expedition,” the ex- 
plorer continued. “The Chinese 
Government has approved my sug- 
gestion of the stamp issue.” 

The central section of the stamp 
will show a rider on a camel along 
sand dunes, with the setting sun 
as background. The official name 
of the expedition in China, “The 
Scientific Mission to the North- 
western Provinces,” will appear in 
Chinese letters at the top and the 
same in Latin at the bottom. The 
value will be printed in the cor- 
ners. 

The stamp is being designed by 
a Swedish artist. It will be the 
same size, the Chinese Government 
has announced, as the newly issued 
stamps bearing the picture of Sun 
Yat Sen.

Three types of can- 
cellations were used on the stamps.

The Bremen started July 26, 
1929, on her return trip to Ger- 
many and will again employ a cat- 
apult airplane to land mail. Post- 
age of these letters will be 15c 
plus foreign rates, thus to Ger- 
many 20c to France 20c. 

Washington, 7/20/29—Mr. Rob- 
ert G. Thach, heading a survey 
party for the PAN-AMERICAN 
AIRWAYS, arrived at PORT AU 
SPAIN, Trinidad, after flight from 
Miami on Monday 7/15, by way of 
the West Indies. Mr. Thach hopes 
to start Monday, 7/22, on another 
flight to survey an extension from 
Cristobal, C. Z., along the north- 
east coast of South America as 
far as Paramaribo, Dutch Guiana. 
The government contract calls for 
the inauguration of Air Mail serv- 
ice to Trinidad by August 24, and 
the company expects to have Dutch 
Guianan service start about the 
Same time.

ON THE BREMEN 


Through the courtesy of the 
North German Lloyd we received 
a special pass to visit the Bremen. 
The ship itself is all that has been 
said about it—a marvelous piece 
of work that impressed everyone. 
The thing that interested the 
stamp collector most, of course, 
was the postoffice. We didn’t get 
a chance to visit this down on the 
fifth deck under the water line, 
but we were told that they have 
modern equipment, steel furniture, 
eancelling machine, etc. 7 . 
mail clerks help the Germans go- 
ing east—they reciprocate going 
west and, listen, the German 
clerks make “separations” for all 
N. Y. City which explains why 
business houses in the big city get 
mail before the steamer docks 
sometimes, as the bags are rushed 
by tug while steamer is 5 miles 
from dock. 

We were taken up on the top 
deck, between the two stacks where 
the ‘catapult held a small plane. 
Both are patented by Heinkel and 
while the baron aviator wasn’t 
there, his aid took us around and 
showed us just how the plane is 
shot into the air down a double 
track by means of compressed air. 
The 80-foot track is on wheels 
which fit to a circle about 20 feet 
in diameter so that the plane can 
be shot into the wind no matter 
what the direction might be. It 
isn’t necessary to stop the steamer. 
The plane with 2 men eid 11,000 
letters required 75 feet -i the run- 
way before it lifted into the air. 

First trip covers—The 9 bags 
were sent by motor boat to the 
pier nearest P. O. (33d St.) and 5 
bags were sent west by plane. 
Dealers charged $2.00 at first, but 
when they heard avaiable local 
supply had been cut in half and 
that the N. German Lloyd had 
mailed about 5,000 as ads, price 
went to $3.50 and more. 

Price comparisons—4000 Levia- 
thans at $5.00 (retail price) pro- 
duced $20,000. 5000 Bremens, es- 
timated amount available at $3.50 
will produce $17,500. Thus B’s a 
shade under market at present 
quotation.
